Life insurance companies paid -? i-.oOn.- 
000 m dea'th claims from automobile 13- 
tahties. Think of it. Thirty-three deaths

{ 10 injured every day. Most deaths and 
accidents result from neghgrr<e. Drivers 
are careless, and run their -ar& to attain 
speed, regardless of the hazard to them- 
selves, other drivers or pedestrians. Un- 
less they know to a certainty that a po- 
liceman is \\atching them, they rush tht-ir 
automobiles over crossings, turn corners, 
or dudge oncoming and passing cars, often 
with recklessness. Too many drivers arc- 
ignorant of traffic laws and rules. 


When we consider the precautions which 


are taken ordinarily to have one life, to 
obviate one accident, and this havoc of 
death and injury by the automobile, we 
can reach only one conclusion. 
This is 


that safety measures must be undertaken 
by automobile owners and drivers them- 
selves. Children are allowed to drive cars. 
So are thoughtless boys. Drivers uncon- 
cernedly race their cars on the •wrong side 
of the street. 
Automobiles are speeded 


along crowded streets. If the traffic po- 
lieeman is invisible, drivers are prone to 
ignore 
regulations. 
The cost in human 


life and personal injury is far too great. 


It is the consequence, chiefly, of careless- 
ness. Car owners and manufacturers will 
have to cooperate with public safety offi- 
cials in forcing observance of precautions. 
A little more care and saneness would pre- 
vent thousands of deaths and hundreds of 
thousands of accidents. 
It must come 


with the automobile just as it was forced 
upon the railroad.

Light On The Mighty

A BELT FOR NAVEL RtTTLRE. 


t'mbllical hernia (navel breech or rupture) is a com- 


mon condition in infants and in many cases is amen- 
able to simple treatment provided the treatment ii> 
efficient. 
Of course there is small chance for spon- 


taneous cure in any hernia after the first six months 
of Hf* 


There are two methods of support in common use 


in the treatment of umbilical hernia in infants, but 
neither is satisfactory. The first method consists in 
the application of a button, penny or other round, 
flat hard object padded with cotton or wool an dcov- 
ered with cloth to the bulging or protrusion at the 
navel and retaining this support by means of ad- 
hesive plaster attached to the skin. The. objection 
to this method is that the button or pad tends rath- 
er to keep the muscles spread apart at the navel and 
to oppose a natural tendency toward closure of the 
defect. 


The second method consists simply of the app1!- 


cation of adhesive plaster strips across the abdomen 
at the level of the na\ el in such manner as to cover 
the defect and draw the skin and muscles closely 
together about it. This would be better support, but 
the drawback is that the skin under the adhesive 
plaster becomes excoriated and so the plaster must 
be reapplied at frequent intervals by the nurse or 
mother, who may not do such an effective job as the 
doctor did in the first place. 


There are various ready made umbilical belts or 


"trusses" for these cases, but none is more satisfac- 
tory than the two methods of "homemade" origin 
just described. 


Dr. Frank E. Brundage of Buffalo has devised a 


new umbilical hernia belt which any handy mother 
can make and which is probably preferable to either 


i of the older methods of treatment for navel rupture. 
The BrunJage belt laces at front and back with a 
lace and eyelets, with a flap under the lacing at the 
back and the two edges sUghtly oierlappmg at the 
iront 
The belt is made of sheeting or muslin, with 


its front edges doubled and stitched around, to hoid a 
row of five eyelets, attached to these edges are inser- 
tions of wmpri plastic the width of the belt (4 to 4U 
inches) and about four inches long, stitched to the 
outer edges of the woven elastic insertions are strips 
of sheeting or muslin about the same width and long 
enough to reach around to the spine where they are 
double stitched and fitted with five eyelets, with a 
flap under one end. Upon what is to be the inside 
| surface of the elastic part of the belt three pieces of 
ordinary soft rubber tubing a little shorter than the 
width of the belt are attached parallel with the eye- 
lets in the end and about an inch apart. This may 
be readily done by sewing three little pockets at the | 
upper and lower edges of the inner surface of the I 
woven elastic insertions, into which th<= ends of the 
rubber tubes are slipped. These rubber tubes go ' 
next to the ^kin. upon r/hich thcv make usffici°nr 
tension, wnen the belt is applied to pucker the skin ' 
somewhat and draw the muscles over the umbilical 
defect. Make the belt an inch or more short of the 
measurement around the abdomen at the navel, and 
adjust by lacing at the back but apply it in such 
manner as to reduce or press back into the abdomen 
anv bulging at the na\el.

Put a very little 
water in preserving kettle, add fruit, 
sugar, lemon rind and juice and gin- 
ger.

Pears may be cooked with pine-
